JAP SOLDIERS EMBARK FOR KIAO-CHOW PORT 


(Associated Press) 


The (ienuan advance into Bclgiuiu is goings on today 
apparently without serious check. Having taken Brussels, 
the Kaiser’s forces an» forcing their way north and south 
very rapidly. 


The\ have occupied Ghent and are approaching Bru­ 
ges and Ostende. It appears that they have b een trying to 
overrun t lu* whole northwestern part of Belgium, while at 
the same time they seem to he drawing closer to France’s 
i roimer. 


Southeast of Brussels they are investing the fortified 
city of Namur. 


The city treasurer of Brussels is quoted as saying that 
he will never pay the $40,000,000 demanded b y Germany as 
war ! rib ute. 


Paris dispatches say that a hundred automob iles, 
armed with field machine guns, accompanied the Germans 
who entered Brussels, and that two Belgian officers, man­ 
acled to the stirrups of horses, wen* ob liged to accompany 
the cortege through the city. 


A dispatch to the Rotterdam Courant says: “ A shot 
lut'd from a private house in Liege yesterday was the sig­ 
nal foi a widespread bo mbardment b y the Germans. Twen 
ty houses were destroyed and the 
inmates o f ten o thers 
wen killed. The Germans have levied .$10,000,000 trib ute 
(» n the cTv and province, and in addition have confiscated 
$2,000,000 from private hanks in the city.” 


France today charged Germany with using dum-dum 
b ullets.
